Henry, 
who showed hor considerable attention. Ho 
was 05 years old, and oho smpoctcd nothing 
wrong, although her husbautl warned her 
repeatedly regarding tho serious ruuiorti 
about her, and urged her to toll him the 
whole truth.

contrition, acknowledged 


that tho relations botwoon her and Maj.

She" attributed her downfall to a strange 


influence and fascination ho exerted over

which sho thought was tho result of 


mesmerism, but did not admit any adulter- 
ous relations between them. In reply to 
this hor husband wrote a lottor demanding 
a full confession, and this she gave him, 
acknowledging criminal intercourse with 
Henry on iivo difL'eront occasions, and giv- 
ing him all tho days and particulars. John- 
son got a guu and started out to kill Honry. 
but the latter Hod to tho mountains and 
avoided him. 
Afterward, 
however, he 


came to Indianapolis to see Mrs. Johnson, 
but hor

son, Grlfllth, who, 


strangely enough, was told tho wholo story 
by his mother and father, would not lot her 
see her paramour, and sat all day and night 
in tho front hall with a loaded rillo tokil! his 
mother's seducer if ho should corao to the 
house. 
Honry again returned to the mountains, 


and thought himaolf socuro. Not 80, for 
Johnson soon learned his whereabouts and 
tracked him for weeks.
